Hard Work 


The poets have been busy, but 
the Soil Conservation Service has 
been busier. As the water tables 
of the nation fall, and as the mak- 
ers of charts, the peerers into the 
heavens and those who catch the 
rhythm of tides and winds, of 
rainfall and erosion, of droughts 
and floods, the conservationists 
work harder. 


They are the real magicians— 
the patient ones. 


They see a tall, unusual grass, 
with a heavy head of grain grow- 
ing by some grain elevator. It 
is new. They shake their heads. 
They dig it up and plant it in an 
experimental bed. They feed it, 
water it, watch it. They harvest 
the seeds and plant them. Five 
years, 10 years, 15 years, they 
have a new grass. They can tell 
you the protein content. They will 
pass it on, saying, “‘Plant this, it 
will stick to the ribs of your cat- 
tle.’”’ 


The Soil Conservation men 
could have told Walt Whitman: 

Grass is meat. Or, as the Good 
Book said: ‘‘All flesh is grass.” 


Men roam the world looking at 
grasses. They write letters back 
from some distant land where 
they have found a grass growing 
in a dry, arid climate. They de- 
scribe it as. one would a beautiful 
woman. 

They look at a field of tough, 
enduring, hardy grass which cold 
or heat, insects or disease, hot 
winds or droughts haven’t killed, 
and they see fat cattle grazing on 
vast fields of it in America.

You get some of the drama 
behind the story in the recom- 
mended grasses. 


‘‘Manachar Smooth Brome .. . 
fairly recent import from M an- 
churia but a top hay producer for 
Midwest, Pacific Northwest, es- 
pecially in alfalfa.” 


“Rhodes grass .. . brought from 
South Africa in 1902, it is a bet- 
ter warm-climate grass for pas- 
ture and hay. Stays green, but 
largely dormant in winter, kills 
at 20 degrees.” 


“Sand Love Grass .. . called 
‘Ice Cream Grass’ because cattle 
like it so well. . . this native of 
Southern plains once almost lost, 
now is popular for revegetating 
sandy, blowing land."’ 


“Crested Wheat Grass . . . came 
from Russia, Has restored much 
once-bare range in Northern 

ains.”” “ 


“King Ranch Bluestem .. . orig- 
inally from Asia, used on eroded 
land in western Texas and Okla- 
homa.” 


“Blue Panicum ... a tall 
- perennial from Australia... very 
drought resistant, fast replacing 
Sudan as pasture and in 
Southern plains.” 

So the stories run. 


Lost grasses found again. New 
grasses from the world’s uplands 
and plains. From the Asian slopes 
and desert edges; from the 
mountain passes of Italy and of 
Russia; from the steppes, the 
Pampas, the Llanos, the grasses 


come in one great poem of search, 
adventure and discovery. 
What is grass? 


“Son, it is meat on cows.” 
And that, too, is a poem.

Back Off 
For Awhile

BERLIN—Walter Ulbricht, East 
German Communist leader, took 
some of the immediate heat out 
of the Berlin crisis Friday. 


Clearly warned by the United 
States that it would not accept 
East German interference with 
Allied rights in Berlin, Ulbricht 
declared that East Germany 
would not seek to control Allied 
communications with West Berlin 
until a peace treaty “has been 
signed.” 


END OF YEAR 


This, according to the Soviet 
Union, will be by the end of the 
year. Then, Ulbricht told a Com- 
munist rally in East Berlin’s 
Sports Hall, the Western Powers 
will have to negotiate their access 
to Berlin “under the control or 
organs” of East Germany. 


In the meantime, he said, East 
Germany would ‘‘strictly adhere’ 
to the terms of the exchange of 
letters between its foreign min- 
ister, Dr. Lothar Bolz, and Vale- 
rian A. Zorin, Soviet Deputy For- 
eign Minister, on Sept. 20, 1955 


KEEPS CONTROL 


In this exchange, the Soviet 
Union maintained its control over 
the traffic of allied personnel and 
their supplies between West Ger- 
many and West Berlin but turned 
over to the East Germans control 
of all other traffic, including that 
of West Germany, which supplies 
West Berlin with most of its ne- 
cessities. 


Not long after Ulbricht spoke, 
the usual crowds began congre- 
gating for what some West Ber- 
liners have made their favorite 
nightly sport—watching the activ- 
ity along the sealed-off border be- 
tween West and East Berlin, par- 
ticularly in the U.S. sector. 


Part of the crowd of 600 or 700 
persons on Prinzenstrasse began 
throwing stones at the Communist 
police a few yards across the bor- 
der after a U.S. Army patrol left 
the spot. The Communists fired a 
high-pressure water cannon and 
tear gas into the crowds and a 
West Berlin riot squad, hastily 
called, shooed the rock-throwers 
away.

Blast Kills 
5 at Rocket 
Fuel Plant 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An ex- 
plosion of undertermined origin 
demolished a reinforced concrete 
building Friday night at the In- 
dian Head, Md., naval propellant 
plant near here and killed five 
technicians who were mixing ma- 
terials used in rocket and missile 
fuel. 


Those killed were all civilians, 
said Cmdr. Russell Ward, execu- 
tive officer of the plant. No one 
else was in the building at the 
time. 

Identification of the victims was 
withheld pending notification of 
kin. 

Ward estimated the damage to 
the 40 by 60-foot one-story build- 
ing at $200,000.

He has 
sought closer relations with the 
Soviet Union and other Commu- 
nist-bloc nations and refused to 
take a stand against Fidel Cas- 
tro’s regime in Cuba.

A clerk at city hall said the 
1959 charge was dismissed on 
motion of the court. Mrs. Hatch 
was admitted to a hospital for 
treatment.

* Davis said Friday that ‘‘those 
were rifles with scopes and were 
for shooting deer, not people.” 

He called the article ‘most 
humiliating.” 


*‘We have a real large basement 
which is almost fallout proof,’”’ he 
said. ‘We're organizing our 
neighbors to make it completely 
fallout proof. We have 15,000 gal- 
lons of water stored in the indoor 
swimming pool which can be used 
by anyone in the neighborhood. 


“About 40 of our neighbors al- 
ready have met with us. We’re 
trying to save peoples’ lives, not 
take them.”’ 

Davis said he also has a bomb 


shelter inside the fallout-proof 
shelter which will hold 12 or 


15 people.

Danger Remains 
Despite This Lull 


_ Berlin’s crisis shows signs of easing 
«but that this is a temporary thing is 
‘sure. 

Russia’s puppet, Walter Ulbricht, has 
‘said that the West’s 1955 agreement on 
access routes will be honored “until a 
‘peace treaty is signed.” What would 
-happen after that (and a treaty has been 
promised by Khrushchev before next 
January) is anybody’s guess. But the 
East Germans have, on orders, sought to 
ease tensions created by Khrushchev’s 
threat to cease, or block, the air and land 
routes in and out of Berlin. 

Meanwhile, the free countries are re- 
wvealing both the strength and weakness 
of freedom. France, with Gen. de Gaulle 
in charge, is denying the wish of Britain 
‘and the United States to begin Allied 
discussions on Berlin in late September— 
‘probably in New York. 

“Gen. de Gaulle, with his Algerian 
crisis worsening, and the Tunisian issue 
‘likely to expand into one which will in- 
volve other African nations, specifically 
‘Nasser and the U.A.R., does not now 
‘wish to talk about Berlin. His argument 
is that it would be treated by the Soviets 
as a sign of weakness. In reality, he does 
not wish to engage in other negotiations 
while his own are broken off in Algeria. 
Great pressure, however, privately 
is being put upon him and he may be 
brought into line. But this lack of soli- 
garity among the Allies, and an obvious 
absence of any agreement on policy is, 
of course, noted by Moscow. 

Mr. Kennedy has, in effect, drawn a 
line. He has said that any interference 
‘ewith the access routes will be regarded 
as an aggression. It was this, we may be 
sure, which produced Ulbricht’s reassur- 
‘ances referred to above. 

The crisis, of course, for some time 
‘will remain more or less constant. The 
danger is that before there is rational, 
acceptable resolvment of the issue, some 
incident might touch off the. shooting. 
Mr. Khrushchev could help matters out 
by becoming silent. Each threat requires 
us to increase our build-up and our res- 
olution.

Judge Learned. Hand 
And the ‘Final Five’ 


Judge Learned Hand, who died last 
wweek, formerly chief justice of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, may 
well have been this country’s outstand- 
ing judge of this century. 

Certainly he was one of the greatest. 
No judge below the Supreme Court has 
ever had such an effect on this country’s 
laws, judicial literature and, for that 
matter, political philosophy. 

A long time ago Judge Hand said 
something Americans in general and 
Southerners in particular, considering 
some of the political debate we have been 
treated to lately, need to understand. He 
said that arguing constitutional questions 
is really a futile exercise because the 
only opinions that matter are those of 
“the final five of the august nine.” He 
meant the majority of the Supreme Court. 
. Those words could be twisted into a 
cynical expression that bears no relation 
to what Judge Hand meant. He meant 
simply that a constitutional democracy 
such as ours must have a Supreme Court. 
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Ultimately there has to be a final decision 
on what is law and what isn’t, on what 
is right and what isn’t. Without that 
final place for decision you don’t have 
a United States of America. 

Without it you may have a mob or a 
republic or a dictatorship of the right 
or left or many things—but you wouldn’t 
have what our Founding Fathers envi- 
sioned and what Americans have died 
for in three wars in this century. 

Each of our institutions is necessary 
if our ideal is to survive, the executive, 
the legislature and the court. The final 
five of the august nine on that ‘court 
must be the supreme arbiters if. our 
Constitution is to be sovereign.

Prince Edward Decision 
Gives Georgia a Guide 


The Prince Edward County decision 
drives one more guide stake along the 
path of what can and cannot be done in 
the process of school desegregation. 

The Norfolk decision long ago estab- 
lished that a state cannot maintain pub- 
lic schools for some of its taxpayers and 
not for others. 

Either public schools must be open 
for all or else closed to all. This guaran- 
tees all men alike the equal protection of 
the laws. 

Prince Edward County closed its pub- 
lic schools to Negroes as well as whites. 


It then drew state money and offered it: 


to Negroes and whites if they would go 
to segregated private schools. 

The federal court has now ruled that 
Prince Edward was illegally circumvent- 
ing the law and has declared such use 
of state money to be invalid. 

This new ruling does not outlaw state 
tuition grants. 

It does outlaw state tuition grants to 
counties. that close their public schools. 
It all goes back to Norfolk; either a state 
must maintain public schools for all, or 
élse close them to all. They cannot close 
public schools in one county and keep 
them open in others while continuing to 
spend state school money. 

Georgia therefore sees that it cannot 
close one public school without closing 
all. But if it maintains public schools for 
all, the state is still not prevented from 
giving tuition.grants to students to trans- 


‘fer to private schools.

Communism, Socialism 


| Aren’t the Same Thing 


The canard that communism and socialism are the same just 
will not be put down in this country. It was even ed on the 
Senate floor recently by Senator Thurmond (Dem., S.C.). This false 
equation misinterprets the true nature of the conflict that wracks 


the world today. 

What makes communism the 
menace it is is the fact that it is 
prepared to conquer the rest of 
the world by war and revolution. 
Its designs are imperialistic, Its 
method is violence. 

Socialists follow constitutional 
procedures. They seek power by 
ballots, not bullets. Once in office, 
they subject themselves to elec- 
tion results. They can be voted 
out of office at the people’s will. 


There are other significant dif- 
ferences. Socialists believe in the 
dignity of the individual, respect 
civil rights, favor an open and 
free society. They stand opposed 
to communism on each of these 
points. 

oe in the claim that social- 

communism are the 
et is rae erroneous assumption 
that the central conflict of our 
time is whether economic enter- 
prise should be operated by the 
state or privately. Since Commu- 
nists and Socialists both advocate 


ca’s political perceptions just 
when our precarious position in a 
fast changing world requires that 
they be at their keenest. 

The socialism-communism equa- 
tion even gets twisted into an at- 
tack on folk whose sincere con- 
cérn is to improve things here at 
home. The argument, for example, 
goes like this: Federal aid to edu- 
cation means more government 
intervention; that’s socialism, and 
that’s communism, so people who 
favor federal aid to education 
are Reds. Now there are reasons 
for and against federal aid to ed- 
ucation. But they are obscured, 
not illuminated, by this dishonest 


labeling. 
Another objection to the muddy- 


ing of distinctions between social- 


ism and communism is its ac- 
companying implication that the 
chief Communist danger to this 
country is internal. 

Aside from being inaccurate, 
the emphasis on domestic commu- 
nism as a threat assumes Ameri- 
cans are gullible fools, sows mis-

C130E planes to be built here will 
allow the Marietta plant ‘“‘to hold 
and maintain our present workers 
until the C141 comes along, within 
the next several years.” 


Brig. Gen. James C. Sherrill, 
commander of the 1608th Air 
Transport Wing at Charleston 
(S.C.) Air Force Base, joined the 
officials in terming the new $2.5 
million CI30E “a wonderful 
plane.”

Europe. Similar loads can be 
lifted to Japan from the west 
coast with only one stop. 


The turbo-prop airplane is de- 
signed for multi-purpose use. ‘It 
can carry heavy cargo or troops 
for normal operations: or it can 
be used as a flying ambulance. 

The C130E utilizes jet-driven 
four-bladed hydromatic propellers 
to lift the giant (132 feet in wing- 
span) plane from the ground in a 
fraction of the takeoff distance 
needed for a jet. The rugged ship 
is designed to use short runways 
for landing, making it possible 
to set it down in airfields—or pas- 
tures—jet planes could not use.

The 48-page booklet, which con- 
tains many photographs and 
maps, is a description of what 
has happened to Berlin since the 
end of World War II until recent 
days. 


The pamphlet compares the two 
parts of Germany and says 16 
million inhabitants of the Eastern 
zone are ruled by the Soviet 
Union “through its Communist 
creation, the East German regime 
which calls Itself the German 
Democratic Republic.” 


It continues: “That regime is 
neither democratic nor a repub- 
lic. It was not chosen by the 
people it controls and has never 
been freely endorsed by them.” 


The government of West Berlin, 
on the other hand, “‘is the only 
freely elected government behind 
either the Iron or the Bamboo 
curtains,’? it continued. 


The booklet reviews stage by 
stage the history of four-power 
occupation of Berlin including the 
1948-49 Communist blockade of the 
city. It terms the airlift with 
which the Western powers broke 
the blockade ‘‘an indelible chap- 
ter in the history of the defense 
of freedom.” 


Describing the dramatic events 
of the last ‘days, the booklet 
said: ‘““Thus was the escape hatch 
from the East German prison 
slammed shut and locked. And 
thus once again was it demon- 
strated that the Communists can 
maintain their rule only by force.
